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THERE is no major city in the country in more need of a positive 
policy of urban renewal than Bristol. In spite of a long and 
prosperous history on a site second only to Edinburgh in its 
natural advantages, the city has allowed its centre to degenerate 
into a squalid hotch-potch of muddled architecture and traffic 
chaos. 


The Bristol Planning and Public Works Committee have 
just produced traffic proposals which include the Wine Street 
site. Whatever their merits from a traffic point of view, these 
proposals are in no sense a comprehensive plan even for the 
restricted area they cover. 


There is no attempt at a co-ordinated layout of buildings, 
open spaces and roads; and, apparently, it is proposed to lease 
sites piecemeal to developers. The Anti-Ugly Group are right in 
saying: ‘the design of a road layout that does not take into 
consideration the buildings that are to go on the site is as bad 
as designing a blood-stream without a body’. 


Comments about the scheme have been invited and there is 
much to be said for the view of the local Civic Society, who feel 
that the only thing to do is to suspend everything and have a 
fresh look at the Development Plan for the whole central area, 
preferably with the assistance of an eminent architect planner, 
working with the borough engineer and planning officer. 


It is not too late for this. The redevelopment of the central 
area has only just begun and there are no insuperable problems 
on the ground. Moreover, the present time is unusually 
favourable to thoroughgoing schemes of urban renewal with 
finance available from both the Ministry of Transport and 
private developers. 


Bath, just over ten miles geographically and two hundred and 
fifty years in time away from Bristol, was in a similar state of 
confusion when Beau Nash came to it and yet (with the help 
of a financier and an architect) he managed to transform it into 
the city we know today. 


Bristol today has a similar opportunity in many respects, an 
opportunity which may never recur. The resources of money 
and of planning and architectural skill are standing by to be 
used.

Upwards or outwards ? 


The autumn meeting of the Architecture Club debated the 
question ‘Upwards or Outwards?’. Mr. James Cubitt, FRiBA, 
and Mr. Henry Wells, Chairman of the Hemel Hempstead 
Development Corporation, were the opening speakers. The 
debate started a little uneasily as Mr. Cubitt proved to have 
strong reservations about building upwards, though Mr. 
Wells was wilfully controversial about expanding outwards. 
No one, after a good dinner, worried much about the tendency 
for the openers to think about things in the same way and the 
debate continued fairly briskly after a little prodding by the 
President, Lord Conesford. Among the older generation who 
spoke for denser towns and more urban townscape were Sir 
Lancelot Kaye, who was in tremendous and angry form, and 
Mr. Oswald P. Milne. Mr. Eric Lyons did not mind whether 
it was upwards or outwards as long as it was good. However, 
he criticized the new towns for their low density and for the 
fact that they exposed their inhabitants too much to the 
elements. Mr. Wells, by the way, had drawn attention to our 
temperate climate and its effect on people and architecture. 

In countering the claim that the British wanted to dig their 
own gardens, Mr. Lyons said that in his view they were more 
interested in gardens than gardening. Neville Conder said 
that all those who liked flats should be put into them to leave 
more space for those who liked to have their own front doors 
and gardens. Mr. Peter Shepheard and Dr. Thomas Sharp 
were wise and interesting on the subject of densities and Mr. 
Shepheard reminded us that although the Unité at Marseilles, 
as it stood, gave a density of three hundred persons to the 
acre Le Corbusier had intended that such blocks should be 
widely spaced in a park giving an overall density of one 
hundred. Mr. Shepheard also said that buildings should be 
grouped in this way. Some of the bad ones might be in shadow 
part of the time. He thought that the effect of tall buildings 
was very local. The tower of London University was within 
300yds of the corner of Bedford Square, yet it had no effect 
on the square. He thought that good planning in the imme- 
diate surroundings of tall buildings was vital. Distant views 
could take care of themselves. I am not so sure about this. 
What about the new skyscraper near the Tate Gallery peering 
over the top of St. James’s Palace when seen from Piccadilly ? 

Lord Conesford recommended that cabinet ministers 
should be obliged to go to and from their offices by tube in 
the rush hour. Only in this way could they be brought to 
appreciate the effects of more and higher office buildings in 
the centre of London. Colonel John Codrington wanted to 
know why so many of the tall buildings going up were so ugly 
but no one told him, and Mr. Colin Buchanan, the Piccadilly 
inquirer, now newly installed at the MoT, suggested a solution 
to all traffic problems—a motorway with every modern 
improvement beautifully landscaped which after rising gently 
to a blind crest terminated in a huge pit. 

Like all Architecture Club debates this one produced no 
division; indeed there was very little division of opinion, and 
although there were perhaps fewer sparks flying than usual, the 
debate provided a very pleasant evening. 


Building Centre for Birmingham 


The successful Engineering Centre established in Birmingham 
six years ago is to expand to include a Building Centre. Both 
exhibitions will be housed in the same building to which they 
will move in the autumn of 1961. The new building, the former 
Masonic Hall in Broad Street, has been leased from one of 
Jack Cotton and Partners’ companies. 

Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, the Birmingham City architect, 
is chairman of the organizing committee of the new centre. A 
non-profit distributing company, to be known as the Engineer- 
ing and Building Centre, Birmingham, is being formed. It will 
be financed initially by the Engineering Centre. Mr. A. G. 
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Banks, President of the Engineering Centre, will be the 
President of the Council of the combined centres. 

The new centre will be affiliated to the Building Centre, 
London, and will, it is expected, be run on similar lines. Mr. 
F. R. Yerbury, director of the Building Centre, is a member 
of the organizing committee of the Engineering and Building 
Centre. 

There is no doubt that the setting up of a building centre in 
Birmingham is justified by the large amount of building work 
done in the area. The building industry is, on the whole, 
short of information on materials and equipment and needs 
a better organization for obtaining it. Though Birmingham is 
a natural place for such a development not every large town 
could support a building centre. The wholehearted support of 
manufacturers of building materials is vital to such an 
enterprise. This support will not be forthcoming unless 
manufacturers can see the likelihood of some return for their 
not inconsiderable outlay. 

Where the setting up of a building centre, and by this is 
meant a comprehensive permanent exhibition, cannot be 
justified, there may easily be a case for the formation of a 
centre controlled as a satellite of the nearest building centre. 
We badly need the plans of one based on what the industry 
requires and the other to show what the building centre 
movement could provide. 


Street furniture on the South Bank

BASA at Balliol 


Sir,—As a mere freedom-peddling journalist may | comment 
on Mr. Ritter’s letter you published on November 9. 

Your correspondent takes me to task for finding it difficult 
to believe that the curricula changes he advocates (“BASA at 
Balliol’, September 28) can be ‘gradually incorporated into 
the educational process’ and he prefaces his reprimand with 
a quasi-serious dissertation on the meaning and coinage of 
the epithet ‘freedom-peddling’. 

Now the proposals which Mr. Ritter supports (many of 
which, incidentally, are advocated by others as well, and are 
not exclusively Mr. Ritter’s property) are, taken separately 
or together, quite revolutionary. And it will require a revolu- 
tion, at least in the thought processes of those corporately 
responsible for architectural education, before such changes 
can take place. 

To suggest curricula changes involving the abandon- 
ment of such old favourites as standardized, synchronized 
programmes; competition; standard lectures; division into 
years; judging by finished sheets; and all memory exams; all 
to be replaced by more liberal obiectives (to quote some of 
Mr. Ritter’s ‘outs’ and ‘ins’); to suggest that these can 
gradually be introduced in the educational system as we know 
it today is surely wrong. Doing things that way takes too long; 
it extends unnecessarily the inevitable period of confusion 
involved in radical change; and it also reduces the chances 
of success of the various elements in the programme that are 
introduced separately. 

As for ‘freedom-peddling’, whilst I hesitate to challenge 
Mr. Ritter’s scholarship on this matter, surely the term was 
first used by Hildegard von Schnelpsnagel, the pioneer social 
anthropologist, in her noted work on the uprising of Spar- 
tacus, but in this belief I may be mistaken.

Information for architects 

Sir,—It is a pity that ABNER spoilt his comments (October 
12) on the Building matters programme by exaggerating the 
part that is likely to be played by the ‘Building Centre 
movement’ in providing architects with essential information. 
He is unrealistic in suggesting that architects should throw 
away their trade literature and rely on the telephone. 

An architect needs product information for three main 
purposes: preliminary consideration of alternatives in the 
early planning stages; detailed design work; and specifica- 
tion. 

For the first of these it is essential that he should have to 
hand a comprehensive range of types of materials and 
equipment (not every make—this would have to include 
so many firms that it would be unwieldy). 

This visualizes the number of items to be considered in 
even a small new building, and it is surely apparent that no 
architect would wish to seek all the answers by telephone, 
or even request all the necessary catalogues by this means. 


might try to become the arbiter of public taste, in spite of the 
fact that this was expressly disclaimed at the inaugural meet- 
ing. Others feared that its views on design would be too 
catholic and some even feared that it would prove to be a 
reactionary body. 

In fact the Trust has already proved itself to be a useful 
organizer of battles. It may be said to have won its spurs in 
Piccadilly Circus, fighting for the cause of the comprehensive 
plan. On a more positive issue it successfully organized the 
Norwich experiment, a face-lifting operation which caught the 
public imagination and has encouraged some 300 other plans 
from small villages to large manufacturing towns to consider 
similar projects. 

The illustrated report records these successful beginnings 
but, if you want to hear more, Michael Power is going to 
talk about the Trust’s work at the Planning Centre on Monday, 
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Gontran Goulden and Abner are surely right in believing 
that building centres and telephone information services 
have a valuable part to play within the building information 
field. But they cannot be all things to all men. It seems reason- 
able to suppose that the most valuable features of the 
available services will be retained.

Sir,—In the review of ‘Mitchell’s Advanced Building Con- 
struction: Components, Services and Finishes’ (A & BN, 
October 19, 1960), A. A. MacFarlane writes *. . . on page 141 
is the statement that “habitable rooms must have windows 
having total area not less than 1/20th of floor area, opening 
directly into the external air’. As there is no reference to 
1/10th of floor area this is most misleading’. 

I fail to see why the lack of a reference to 1/10th floor area 
is at all misleading as the Model Byelaws Series IV issued in 
1952 state that ‘Every habitable room shall be provided with 
a window or windows which shall open directly into the 
external air and be so constructed that—(qa) a total area not 
less than 1/20th of the floor area of the room may be 
opened .. .” 

There is no reference in the 1952 Byelaws to the 1/10th 
floor area, as required in earlier editions.

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the issues 
Wine Street, Bristol 


A commentary by Bryan Little 


RECENTLY the RIBA made a strong appeal for the comprehensive 
planning of our city centres if these are to be worthy and 
properly useful features of their respective towns. A classic 
instance of what was then in mind is now attracting much 
attention and local controversy in Bristol. 

The area concerned lies south of Wine Street. It runs down 
as far as Bristol Bridge and is bounded by the River Avon. 
The ground is right in the city’s historic heart, and is thus as 
important to Bristolians as are the areas close to St. Paul’s 
to Londoners. Two historic features, a Perpendicular church 
tower and a particularly fine vaulted cellar of the fifteenth 
century, survived the heavy bombing of this part of Bristol. 
Their continued preservation is essential if past and future 
centuries in Wine Street are to be properly linked. The whole 
tract of ground was heavily bombed in 1940 and nearly all 
its buildings were destroyed or have since been pulled down. 
The upper portion of the site has in recent years been of 
great value as a car park. The rest is still partly covered by 
ruins, buddleia and the like. In wet weather these are seen, 
not inappropriately in view of the time which the district’s 
redevelopment seems likely to take, to be the happy haunt 
of myriad snails. 


Redevelopment of the Wine Street area was covered by 
the Bristol Development Plan, got out some years back by 
the city engineer and planning officer and duly approved by 
the Ministry. One assumes that any alterations to that Plan 
or any buildings started in advance of its fulfilment, require 
special Ministerial approval. The essence of the Plan’s 
proposals for Wine Street was that the area should be acquired 
by the corporation (this has now, compulsorily, been done) 
and then devoted to a civic precinct and to such public build- 
ings as an art gallery, a technical college, and new law courts. 
It was not, in fact, a particularly good plan; the more so 
because it was obvious that the ‘cultural heart’ of Bristol was 
almost sure to become more and more concentrated, at the 
top of Park Street, and close to the university, in an exactly 
opposite direction, this Park Street district being in any case 
a better position for the new art gallery which Bristol so 
badly needs. 

The Plan has since, quite reasonably, been eroded in two 
other respects. New law courts, at the strong and urgent 
insistence of the law officers of the Crown, are being more 
speedily and conveniently provided by the reconstruction of 
the bombed early Victorian Guildhall. Bristol's College of 
Science and Technology has been happily rehoused, with 
room for expansion, in the buildings on Ashley Down which 
once contained the Miiller Orphanages. But the Wine Street 


Wine Street site from Bristol Bridge 
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area does not, despite these developments in other parts of 
Bristol, look like remaining an empty piece of ground, a site 
with fine potentialities for far-sighted, comprehensively 
planned renewal. 

Far more sinister than the ‘erosion’ of the Plan already 
mentioned are schemes whereby a strip of ground along High 
Street, at the west end of the Wine Street site, is now being 
leased by the corporation to two organizations (the Bank of 
England and the Norwich Union Insurance Company) for 
the erection of new office blocks. No designs have yet been 
made public, though the indications are that the Bank and 
the insurance company are likely to put up buildings a good 
deal better in design than those with which the north side of 
Wine Street was grossly desecrated a few years ago. But any 
merits that these two new office blocks may be due to have 
still miss the main point that no new building on this vitally 
important four-acre rectangle should be allowed unless a 
firm policy for the site’s complete use is settled and unless a 
comprehensive plan is then made by some first-class authority 
and adhered to in its execution so that capricious and 
haphazard development is avoided. 

Commercial development, in default of ‘public’ buildings, 
need by no means be precluded. But as there is, by now, a 
glut of new office accommodation in Bristol, and as the shops 
which used to flourish in Wine Street have been decanted 
down into the district of Broadmead, Wine Street may well 
seem less of a ‘business proposition’ than it was a few years 
back. But if by any chance Mr. Cotton and Mr. Clore 
become interested Bristolians could fare worse than see some 
Gropius arise in their midst. 


Come what may, the future of Wine Street is now, as 
never before, a ‘hot topic’ in Bristol. The young architects 
of the Bristol Forum, perhaps a little over-rigid in their 
insistence on a policy of ‘back to the Plan’ when that Plan 
was never very good and is anyhow half dead, have urged 
comprehensive development and full consultation with 
Bristol’s citizens before anything is done. The local Anti- 
Uglies have paraded the area in strength. The Bristol and 
Somerset Society of Architects, resembling the RIBA in its 
strong support for comprehensive development, has urged 
that a conference be held between their representatives and 
the appropriate corporation officials. Bristol Civic Society is 
giving the matter its special and urgent attention. Very rightly, 
a dominant note in all this agitation is the need for con- 
structive discussion and rethinking. Quite frankly, all parties 
concerned, civic as well as private, are short of precise ideas 
about what, in the actual conditions of the 1960's, should be 
done about Wine Street. That is why Bristol stands so much 
in need of new thinking on the whole vexed topic. A promising 
line of suggestion, with so much local nonplussment combined 
with much genuine concern, is the calling in, from outside 
Bristol, of a fresh, and big-thinking mind. 


Since this article was written the planning and public works 
committee of the Bristol City Council have agreed ‘in 
principle’, and made public, a scheme which not only includes 
the Wine Street area but that of Castle Street, which lies just 
east of it on the other side of the ruins of St. Peter’s church 
(see facing page sketch). Criticism and comment have becn 
invited, and there is sure to be much local debate. The Norwich 
Union and Bank of England are due, under this ‘scheme’, to 
remain undisturbed on their respective plots, but otherwise 
the whole area, roads apart, is to be reserved for (as yet 
unspecified) ‘public buildings’. One's first comment is that 
the committee’s scheme, though it includes some good ideas 
for roads and leaves most of the area open for ‘comprehensive 
development’, is in no way a clear-cut plan for such develop- 
ment. The existing infringement of good planning principles is 
due to remain. In effect, things remain much as they were 
before November 2, and the crying need for a new look at 
THE WHOLE DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR THE CENTRAL AREAS OF 
BRISTOL by an eminent fresh mind is in no way diminished. 
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Architectural education ‘inadequate’ 


Serious shortcomings in our present system of architectural 
education were alleged by Professor Richard Llewelyn 
Davies, Professor of Architecture, London University, when 
he delivered the inaugural lecture at University College, 
London, last week. 

Speaking on The Education of an Architect, he said: ‘The 
range and character of the knowledge presented to students 
is obviously inadequate, and our methods of teaching are 
sufficiently eccentric to warrant serious discussion. 

‘The results may not be as bad as we might expect, but 
this is due mainly to the intrinsic fascination of the subject 
and the enthusiasm of the students, who indeed often emerge 
as architects and sometimes as educated men, despite the 
inadequacies of our system.’ 

Professor Llewelyn Davies referred to the ‘disastrous’ 
abandonment during the nineteenth century of the Renaissance 
concept of the architect as a universal man. Important 
branches of knowledge were excluded, including the study of 
building construction, and architecture came to be con- 
sidered as an art with its own fundamental discipline separate 
from any other art, craft, or science. This made it, in effect, 
an art of assembly, and had ill-effects from which we were 
only just beginning to emerge. 

He thought we could re-establish the architect as an all- 
round man if we recognized the fact that while the architect 
needed to understand the fundamental theory of a wide 
range of subjects, he did not have to apply all of them very 
far in practice. A firm distinction between theory and practice 
was needed. 

Because the environment created by the architect impinged 
on the human being through his eyes and ears, and affected 
his comfort through his skin and his breathing, the architect 
should be taught something of anatomy, physiology and the 
psychology of the special senses. He should also understand 
enough physics to predict the physical conditions that would 
be produced within his buildings by his design. 

These environmental factors were at present regarded 
merely as ‘extras’, to be given to the student at the end of 
his course, and it was suggested that problems associated 
with them could be solved by calling in a technical expert. 

Declaring that the social sciences were equally important, 
Professor Llewelyn Davies said that through them buildings 
could be made to fit the needs of human beings as a group. 
Research into the study of natural lighting in buildings, which 
involved architecture, physics and psychology, had led to new

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ways of thinking about light, shape and colour, and had 
resulted in new forms of architecture. 

‘An architect without a strong intuitive sense about the 
play of forces in a structure,’ he went on, ‘has one hand tied 
behind his back. It is of the utmost importance to get this 
part of his education right, but there are great difficulties. 
Few architects have managed to acquire this sense, and few 
engineers have it either.’ 

More attention should be given to the fundamental mathe- 
matical side of engineering design; without this one could 
not grasp the theory. At the same time, he hoped some of 
the teaching in applied structures would be dropped. No 
architect today designed his own steel frame, and there was 
no point in trying to train him to do so. 

He described teaching in the traditional group of subjects 
dealing with building construction and materials as ‘a des- 
perate and hopeless race’ to keep up with the materials 
available and the increasingly complicated techniques for 
assembling them. 

An aluminium window was today designed not by an 
architect but by a factory design team. Design work in the 
studio was their strong point, and here one was continuously 
reminded of the one-ness of architectural design; the barriers 
between art and science could be broken down. 

Professor Llewelyn Davies concluded by listing the qualities 
necessary for the survival of the architect as devoted study, 
analysis, imaginative grasp, courage, the free working of a 
creative mind, and moral and intellectual integrity.

The Electrical Sign Manufacturers Association are sponsoring 
another illuminated sign design competition. Prizes are offered 
for the best designs for illuminated sign displays on a modern 
architect-designed shop in the main shopping centre of a 
provincial town. Prizes will be first £150, second £75, third 
£40 and five consolation prizes of £10; £20 for the best entry 
from a competitor under 21 years. The competition is open 
to all, and competitors may enter as many designs as they 
like. It is hoped, as on previous occasions, that entries will be 
received from architects and designers either in private practice 
or employed by local planning authorities, as well as from 
designers within the industry. Last date for the receipt of 
entries is January 31, 1961. Full details of the competition and 
copies of the rules may be obtained from the Electrical Sign 
Manufacturers Association, 13 Bedford Row, London, W.C.1.

Competition for swimming baths design

New modular offices 


The prototype of a new modular and largely prefabricated 
building was given a press view on Friday. Manufactured by 
A. H. Anderson Limited, it introduces the strength of steel 
into the existing range of A 75 timer buildings, enabling this 
structural m:thod to be used up to five storeys. The method 
is based on a 6ft 3in horizontal grid providing complete 
flexibility in plan form, and a freedom in the choice of finish- 
ing miterials. There is also freedom in the degree to which 
the method is used; from an ‘all-in package deal’, to sub- 
contract work only. Certainly the use of this method to 
provide 32,000 sq ft of office accommodation for the Lcc at 
Waterloo in London within a specification provided by the 
Lcc architects, has resulted in a graceful building within the 
popular contemporary idiom. . . and quickly erected. 


Highest building for Birmingham?

Water for building works 


The finance advisory committee of the British Waterworks 
Association has reviewed its recommendations to its members 
on charges for water for building purposes. 

In a statement it says that the association had been con- 
cerned for some time at the growing number of cases which 
builders had been taking to the Minister for him to decide 
the charge which should be made for building water under 
section 27 of the Water Act, 1945. 

In those cases the charges made by the water under- 
takings had been flat-rate charges per £100 of the contract 
price, irrespective of the amount of the contract price. In 
most cases the builder had asked for the supply to be metered. 

It did not appear that the Minister’s determinations had 
been arrived at on any particular basis. The amounts which 
had to be paid by the builder had been more than would 
have been charged if the supply had been taken by meter 
and something much less than the water undertaking required 
under its flat-rate charge system. 

The advisory committee had therefore carried out an 
examination of the quantities of water used for building

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different types of premises, from bungalows to office blocks. 
The evidence had shown that the amount of water used was 
relatively not large. Therefore, where an authority had 
charged a flat rate per £100 for a large contract, the charge 
for water has not borne any relation to the amount used. 
The committee therefore recommends that a flat-rate charge 
based on the cost of the building should be made for water 
for building purposes, but that the builder should be given 
the option of taking the supply by meter. 

The National Federation of Building Trades Employers 
states that this recommendation should assist builders in 
their efforts to ensure that they pay local water undertakings 
only for the amount of water they actually use.

The reduction in prices, which will apply to England and 
Wales and most of Scotland, ranges from 2d per sq yd in the 
Midlands area to 4d per sq yd in the areas most distant from 
the lowest cost works.

Middlesex new town ? 

Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, stated in a written Commons reply that he is receiving 
a Middlesex County Council deputation to discuss whether 
financial assistance should be made available for a Middlesex 
new town. 


Educational building standards 

Distinguished architects responsible for designing university 
colleges and teacher training colleges were deeply concerned 
lest, with the spurt of building coming on, the Government 
would lose their nerve and lower standards, said Mrs. Eirene 
White (Lab., Flint, East) opening a debate in the Commons 
on education. 

She added ‘Standards at present are barely adequate for 
the kind of life which is needed at universities and training 
colleges. It is extremely important, for instance, that really 
adequate provision should be made for the staffs as well as 
the students. 

‘I have been shocked at some universities I have visited to 
see how difficult it is for the staff to mingle informally with 
the students because the physical provision is not there for 
them to be able to do so.” 

She said she had taken up with the Minister the question 
of accommodation for staff in teacher training colleges and 
she now found that this department was passing plans for 
750 sq ft flats for married staff. It would be impossible to get 
senior staff and their families to live in these boxes. 

In a college where this was being done she had spoken to 
the architect and he had told her that the Ministry’s standard 
study for staff of 10ft by 10ft was to be repeated 32 times. 
There was no variation or provision for the larger studies 
which some staff members would undoubtedly need. She 
found that although the Minister had not many academic

distinctions, he was an honorary Fellow of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects. She suggested he should look seriously 
at the standard of physical provision. 

Another point made to her by the architects was that 
finishes allowed and the installations were not good enough. 
‘This is a penny wise and pound foolish policy,’ she declared. 
‘The Government are saving on capital costs but will have to 
pay later on maintenance.” 

Building remained for generations and she hoped that the 
Minister would have a real care in the great expansion in the 
next decade for the physical standards which conditioned so 
much of the work that had to be done. 

Later Sir David Eccles, the Minister of Education, said it 
was not only building plans that called for time and careful 
thought; they also had to ask the colleges to produce the kind 
of teachers that the schools needed. 


Replanning Covent Garden 

The Covent Garden Market Bill, foreshadowed in the 
Queen's speech, has been introduced in the House of Commons 
and given a formal first reading. 

It contains important, and long-awaited, proposals for the 
replanning of the wholesale horticulture market inside the 
present area and storage premises for bulk produce outside 
the area. 

Through this it is hoped to bring about the progressive 
reduction of the area of land used for marketing in Covent 
Garden. This in turn will help to avoid traffic congestion 
caused by the slow-moving, heavily-laden lorries in the 
market and roads approaching it. 

It is also hoped to reduce the fire risk through the new 
measures. 

Opinion is divided as to whether the market should be 
continued on its present site and some M.P.’s are expected to 
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urge that somewhere further away from the congested West 
End would be more appropriate. 

One important clause in the Bill places a duty on the 
market authority as soon as possible to improve the existing 
market facilities or to build new premises on another site. 


Appeals speed-up 

Mr. John Talbot (Cons., Brierley Hill) asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government in the Commons to state the 
average time to determine an appeal against a planning 
decision or compulsory purchase order, from the date of the 
receipt of the appeal or order at the Ministry. 

He also asked, in view of the increasing number of appeals, 
what proposals the Minister had for their expedition. 

Mr. Henry Brooke replied: “The average time in the case 
of both planning appeals and compulsory purchase orders is 
about six months. I regard this as too long, and I am doing 
my utmost to reduce it, but my task is the harder in that the 
number of planning appeals this year is running 25 per cent 
above 1959’. 


Hospital plans ‘ossified’—-MP 

Mr. Leo Abse (Lab., Pontypool), in a late-night Commons 
debate, urged the Minister of Health to put in hand a ruthless 
overhaul of the detailed plans for the proposed Welsh teaching 
hospital at Cardiff. 

Condemning the present proposals as ‘ossified’—a design 
for a hospital for 1950 instead of 1980—Mr. Abse said the 
desire in Wales was for a teaching hospital worthy of the 
nation instead of one which might be a museum piece before 
the first brick was laid. “Wales is being offered a mausoleum,’ 
he declared. 

The proposed hospital was a bad design and a mistake 
which should not be built. The most dismaying feature was 
the ludicrous amount of space allocated for research work in 
relation to bed space. The present design gave every appear- 
ance of there having been a battle for beds between heads of 
departments.

Fire precautions 

The Minister of Labour has made an order under the Factories 
Acts which is likely to have important results in factory 
construction. This order is the Factories Act, 1959 (Com- 
mencement No. 4) Order, 1960. The Factories Act, 1959, under 
which the order is made, was one of the largest and most 
important enactments of that year. Its purpose was to increase 
the standards of safety, health and welfare in factories. The 
Act has several parts and it was intended that each of these 
parts should be brought into effect on separate occasions. 
One part of the Act contained in section 9 and subsequent 
sections makes new provisions concerned with reducing fire 
risks in factories (the definition of which places have, inci- 
dentally, been extended by section 25). It is this part which 
is now brought into effect from December |, 1960, by virtue 
of the new order. 

Owners and occupiers of some 220,000 existing factories in 
Britain are likely to be affected in one degree or another. 
The orders and regulations made under the 1959 Act are 
certain to become increasingly important in the future, if for 
no other reason than the mounting cost of fire damage in 
recent years. 


Housing design 

The Minister of Housing and Local Government has pub- 
lished Circular 57/60 with which is enclosed a set of notes 
entitled ‘Awards for Good Design in Housing’. One circular 
outlines the arrangements and an entry form is provided with 
the notes. The first competition in the new series (the last 
ended in 1955) is intended to embrace schemes of either 
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‘If this design is carried through Cardiff will have a glorified 
cottage hospital and Wales will have lost its opportunity to 
become a great medical research centre,’ he said. 

Blunder after blunder emerged as the design of the hospital 
was studied. All the blunders would be housed in a dull, 
cliff-like bulk of buildings unmistakenly institutional in 
appearance. 

Calling for a director of the Ministry's architectural 
department to conduct a ruthless overhaul of the plans, and 
to overhaul radically the design, Mr. Abse said if the Minister 
acted quickly he could still save Wales from the possibilities 
of the most expensive administrative blunder in the post-war 
years. 

Miss Edith Pitt, Parliamentary Secretary to the Health 
Ministry, defending the proposals, told him ‘This is what the 
promoters wanted; this is what they have got.’ 

Naturally in the process of development of sketch plans 
much rearrangement and replanning was being carried out. 
She said a series of working parties had been set up to go 
into the plans for the various units with the architect and the 
engineer. Ward units, out-patients’ department, lifts and 
communications, catering and food, and training accommoda- 
tion were all being looked at in this way. 

Miss Pitt said the nominated architect was satisfied that 
his treatment of the main block would avoid an institutional 
appearance. 

The promoters had examined the design carefully in the 
light of the numerous criticisms and were satisfied that the 
completion of the process of detailed sketch plans, which was 
now going on, would give them a modern and efficient 
hospital and a modern teaching centre. 

It was at this stage that the Minister’s approval would be 
required for the detailed sketch plans. The hospital would be 
a considerable step forward in the orderly progress of hospital 
design. It was her earnest hope that when it was completed 
the Welsh people would have a hospital in accordance with 
their wishes and of which they might be proud. 


private or public housing which are completed between 
December 31, 1955, and December 31, 1960. An awards 
committee is to be formed in each of four regions of Englard 
and another in Wales. The appendix to the notes lists the 
regions concerned and itemises the counties in each. Two 
awards are to be made in each region; one for the best urban 
development and one for the best rural development. Medals 
will be given to the responsible architects and diplomas to the 
person or body commissioning the work and to the builder. 

The committees in forming their opinion are to be asked 
to lay emphasis upon the skill with which the grouping of the 
buildings submitted are arranged to form an attractive and 
interesting ensemble.

Attention is also 
to be given to the treatment of such matters as fences, walls 
gates, garages, paths, and drives. The use made of existing 
trees and new planting is also to be taken into account. 

As a matter of administration, entrants may care to note 
that, of course, committees cannot visit all the schemes 
submitted. Accordingly they are directed to make a pre- 
liminary selection from the plans, drawings and photographs 
sent in with the entry. Particular care in presentation of the 
entry may therefore be all important, especially so far as 
photographs are concerned. 

Entries, together with accompanying papers, are to be 
made on the entry form attached to the circular and are 
required to reach the Secretary, Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, by Tuesday, February 28, 1961.
